La Follette’s Naming of an All 
Powerful Oligarchy of a Hun- 
dred Men Startles the Senate. 
Railroad Bonds Out of Aldrich 
Bill— Labor Leaders Again 
Present Grievances — Social- 
ism’s Strength In British Com- 
lily Fight a Duel — Peace In 
Orient—Refugees May Leave 
Haiti. 


La Follette Names Oligarchy. : 

In the course of an extended speech 
against the Aldrich currency bill in the 
senate the Republican senator from 
Wisconsin, La Follette, made a star- 
tling attack on the interests which he 
asserted were behind that measure, At 
the outset he referred to the change in 
the bill, which some had remarked 
would “take the wind out of his sails,” 
by saying that this action had made 
his speech more pertinent, He then 
undertook to show the connection of 
the Morgan and Rockefeller. banks, 
and when Aldrich interrupted to say 


‘that the National: City (Standard Oil) 


bank and most of the other New York 
banks were opposing the bill La Fol- 
lette intimated that 
it was quite possi- 
ble that this opposi- 
tion was put up as 
a blind. 

The Wisconsin sen- 
ator dealt first with 
the panic, which, he 
declared, had been 
manufactured by the 
money kings of 
BSenatorLaFollette Wall street as a 
means of settling scores on account of. 
past and proposed railroad legislation, 
pointing out numerous facts tending 
to show that no panic was imminent, 
such as the crop value, steel trade or- 
ders, etc. Then, after reviewing the 
growth of industrial combinations in 
the last few years, the. senator said 
that ninety-seven men, whom he nam- 
ed, alsolutely controlled the business 
of this country, Prominent among 
this group of rich men were the direct- 
ors of the Morgan and Rockefeller 
banks, who hold nearly 1,000 other 


_ bank and corporation directorships. 


By 
acting under one guiding head they 
could put prices up or down, corner 
the money market and create panics. 
The greatest banks of the country had 


-become merely banks of promotion. 


Fourteen directors of the National City 
bank were the heads of fourteen great 
combines representing 38 per cent of 
the nation’s industry, while the rail- 
roads held by that board “covered the 
country like a network.” Money could 
be artificially tightened when the 
crops were to be moved and loosened 
to give speculators their rakeoff, and 
any one who should undertake to regu- 
late this power would find his business 
destroyed and his political backing as- 
sailed. 

To Investigate the Banks. 

After a scathing attack on the presi- 
dent by Senator Tillman, charging ex- 
ecutive usurpation and failure to en- 
force the law as to overcertification of 
checks, the senate adopted Tillman’s 
resolution requiring the finance com- 
mittee to investigate the conduct of 
the banks, and especially of the New 


York banks, in connection with loans 


for speculative purposes and whether 
the banks are trying to control legisla- 
tion in their interest. Tillman charged 
that freedom of debate had disappear- 
ed entirely in the house and that no 
Republican senator had dared to say 
of the president in public what he did 
In private. Beveridge replied in the 
president’s defense and taunted the 
Democrats on their subserviency to 
Bryan. 

To Restore Coin Motto. 

The house by a vote of 255 to 5 pass- 
ed the bill for the restoration of the 
motto “In God We Trust” on gold 
coins, Representative Moore said that 
the president had assured him that he 
would not oppose this course if the 
house so willed. 

Holds Roosevelt Responsible. 

Representative Willett of New York 
created some little stir in the house by 
a fierce attack upon President Roose- 
velt, accusing him of being responsible 
for the financial panic, which, he sald, 
was not yet over notwithstanding the 
statements which had been made to 
the contrary. He described the presi- 
fent as placing himself above the con- 
stitution and pretty much everything 
else and asserted that, “though not a 


‘lawyer, he criticises the decisions of the 


United States supreme court; though 
not a business man and never having 
been engaged in a profitable personal 
business, he undertakes to direct the 
most minute affairs of the business 
world.” 

Railroad Bonds Out of Bill. 

Just in advance of the sensational 
speech of Senator La Follette of Wis- 
tonsin attacking the Aldrich currency 
bill the one feature of that bill which 
had been most widely criticised was 
withdrawn by the finance committee 
with the consent of Senator Aldrich— 
namely, the provision, accepting. rail- 
road bonds as security for the. emer- 
gency currency. Opposition to this

the entire measure. At the same 
a few other changes were made.in the 
bill. One amendment limits the cireu- 
lation proposed to the par value of the 
security deposited, and another limits 
to $9,000,000 the amount. of circulation

Aldrich explained that 
issues had been raised in regard to rail- 
road bonds, suchas the relation of the 
railroads to the people, the committee 
pas thought best to strike the matter

Trust Conference Denounced. 

The conference recently held by 
President Roosevelt and several mem- 
bers of his cabinet with Samuel Gom- 

ne Maxwell Evarts, representing 
. Harriman, was made the stib- 
Ig ot some rather caustic criticism, in 


‘the senate by Senators Bacon and Till- 


man. The latter asked if it did not 
look as if the president, after out- 
Heroding Herod in prosecuting trusts, 
crusading against predatory wealth 
and stirring up the unthinking, was 
now trying to make his peace with the 
great corporations so that their support 
would. be given to his favorite leu- 
tenant, whom he had selected as his 
successor. Mr. Bacon replied that he 
did not know about that, but he did 
know that it had become customary to 
consult the president before taking any 
business action in order that it might 
be ascertained whether he would ap- 
prove. or oppose the step. He told 

‘ representatives of the United 
States Steel corporation came to see 
the president and inquired if he would 
prosecute them if they bought the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company, absorb- 
ing it with their interests. 

Submarine Lobby Denied. 

The house committee which is in- 
vestigating the Blectric Boat company 
has failed to bring out any evidence to 
establish the charge that the company 
maintained a lobby in the interests of 
submarine legislation. Several attor- 
heys now-or formerly employed by the 
boat company denied positively that 
they knew of anything of the kind. 
Secretary Metcalf appeared before the 
committee and explained the attitude 
of the navy department toward the 
submarines, but nothing of interest was 
elicited further than the activity of 
several congressmen in the matter.

lowa Indorses Taft. 

The lowa Republican convention at 
Des Moines chose delegates at large 
for Taft and indorsed Allison for the 
senate again. ; 

Bryan Called Them Gamblers. 

In a speech on the floor of the Chica- 
go board of trade William J. Bryan 
denounced gambling in stocks and urg- 
ed that members doing a legitimate 
business drive out the gamblers from 
the pit, 

New York Democrats Unpledged. 

With only one voice heard for Bryan, 
the New York state Democratic com- 
mittee voted on March 19 in favor of 
leaving the delegates to the national 
convention uninstructed as to candi- 
dates. 

Referendum Plan For Ohio. 

A resolution providing for a popular 
vote on the question of establishing the 
initiative and referendum in Ohio by 
constitutional amendment has now 
passed both houses of the legislature 
and is expected to receive the gov- 
ernor’s approval. It does not, however, 
contain the full programme of the ad- 
vocates of initiative and referendum, 
for it merely submits to the people 
laws repealed or enacted by the legis- 
lature or vetoed by the governor. For 
a vote on a new law 5 per cent of the 
voters must petition, and for a repealed 
law 10 per cent must sign a petition. 


In both cases the petition must be- 


signed in a majority of the congress 
districts. 
Tainted Aldrich Bill News. 

Collier’s Weekly publishes the text 
of letters being sent out to newspaper 
men offering $10 for each interview 
with prominent men in a given local- 
ity favorable to the Aldrich currency 
bill now before congress. 

Alienist Assails the President. 

One of the most startling attacks yet 
made upon President Roosevelt which 
hitherto was merely rumor and talk to 
the effect that Dr, Allan McLane Ham- 
{lton, the noted alienist, had said that 
the mind of the president was falling 
as a result of his activities, has now 
been given color by Dr. Hamilton’s ar- 
ticle in the North American Review on 
“Psychopathic Rulers.” While he does 
not mention the president by name, all 
the well known characteristics of him 
are gathered together as the signs of 
incipient’ paranoia. Friends of the 
president say that the doctor has a 
grievance in the refusal of the presi- 
dent to pardon Hamilton’s son, who 
was court martialed in the Philippines. 


Grover Cleveland’s Remedy. 

Former President Cleveland has just 
gassed his seventy-first birthday and 
given to the papers an interview in 
which he says that a return to the old 
Democratic creed Is what the people 
need to give them rest and peace “after 
a period of terrific hysteria.” He pities 
the poor and wants a great clearing 
house of charity to be established. 


Gocialist Convention May 10. 

The national secretary of the Social- 
let party bas announced the apportion- 
ment of delegates to the national con- 
vention called to meet at Chicago on 
May 10, each state being entitled to one 
delegate and one additional for every 
200 members of the party. The total 
thus allotted is 218 delegates. An as- 
sessment of 85 cents per capita has 
been levied to pay the railway fares 
of the delegates. The executive com-

Attorney General Bonaparte has in- 
structed the United States attorney at 
New Orleans to suspend actions begun 
there against a number of longshore- 
men for illegal boycotting since the 
supreme court decision in the Danbury 
hatters’ case and in the Buck’s. stove 
and range case. The department of jus- 
tice wanted all federal attorneys to ad- 
vise with the experts at Ld ope 
before acting, but Mr. Bonaparte de- 
nied the statement that all federal at- 
torneys had been ordered to bring no 
actions against labor unions. He held 
that as the hatters’ case had been de- 
cided on a demurrer and the matter 
remanded to the circuit court for re- 
hearing nothing should be done in simi- 
lar cases antil a final decision should 
be rendered. 


Longer Voyage For Fleet. 

Plans for a world’s cruise by the 
American battleship fleet now at Mag- 
dalena bay. Mexico, have been an- 
nounced by the president to his cabi- 
net, The fleet is engaged in two weeks’ 
target practice there, after which It 
will proceed to San Francisco, reaching 
that city May 5, to be feted and 
ed for nine days. The fleét on July 6 
is to leave “for our possessions in the 
Pacific,” stopping at Hawaii and Sa- 
moa and then going by way of Aus- 
tralia to the Philippines and. returning 
through the Suez canal, In Australia 
the fleet will stop at Melbourne and 
Sydney to accept the invitation of Sir 
Alfred Deakin. It Is expected that 
Admiral Evans will retire from the 
command on account of illness after 
reaching San Francisco. He will be 
succeeded by Admiral Sperry. 

The fleet is also to visit Japan, an 
invitation from the mikado having been 
given to the president by Ambassador 
Takahira and promptly accepted.

Episcopal church at Hempstead, N. Y., 
who ran away with seventeen-year-old 
Floretta Whaley and who is living in 
San Francisco with the girl and her 
baby while working at the trade of 
painting under an assumed name, has 
given to the press a remarkable confes; 
sion. He at- 
tempts no justi- 
fication of his 
course in the 
eyes of the 
world, saying 
that he walked 
to his.own dam- 
nation with bis 
eyes open, but 
adds; “When | 
stooped to the 
mire of the pit 
I rose to the 
glory of the 
heights. * * * 
The world has 
set out its path 
which it declares must be trodden, and 
those who step from it as openly and 
as flagrantly as I have done can never 
hope to regain the place in the line. 
The question, however, is whether hap- 
piness lies in the beaten trail which 
the millions follow or in the forbidden 
land on either side. Hach must an- 
swer the question for himself. I have 
answered mine by my act. On my 
deathbed I shall discover who is right 
and who is wrong—the millions or my- 
self. There is no question in my mind 
as I write now and glance at Floretta 
Whaley, sitting by me softly singing 
the song of motherhood to our child at 
her breast.” The girl insists, too, that 
phe is perfectly happy. 

A School For Tried Actors. 

By an arrangement with Charles 
Frohman, the theatrical manager, Otis 
Skinner, the actor, expects to conduct 
a novel school for the trained actor be- 
ginning next season at New York. It 
will be comparable to the postgraduate 
courses of the universities. Mr. Skin- 
ner himself will play the whole season 
at New York in several plays at the 
head of 4 Sompany. over which he will 
have entire charge. _The new princi- 
ple to be used is the interchange of 
actors, so that in the course of the 
season all the stock actors and ac- 
tresses in the various Frohman com- 
panies will be called upon to play some 
other parts than the ones for which 
they are originally cast. The object is 
to give all a chance to diversify their 
talents and widen their experience.

Refugees May Quit Haiti. 

The anti-foreign excitement in Haiti 
became acute when the Alexis gov- 
ernment had a number of foreigners ac- 
cused of connection with the recent 
revolution lined up and shot last week, 
for it was reported that other foreign- 
ers who had taken refuge in French, 
German or British legations would be 
summarily dealt with. Warships were 
hurried to Port au Prince by the vari- 
ous powers concerned, including the 
United States, which sent the cruiser 
Des Moines and the gunboat Hagle. 
The government had withdrawn its 

for the refugees at Gonaives 
to leave the country on the charge of 
a new plot being discovered while the 
revolutionary leader, General Firmin, 
was still under the protection of the 
French legation.,. On. March. 17 Presi- 
dent Alexis and cabinet decided to 
allow the authors of the late revolu- 
tion to go aboard a warship and leave 
the country, at the same time assuring 
the foreign governments that Haiti 
held no animosity toward foreigners as 
such. Among the men executed were 
several prominent French and Haitian 
citizens, and no trial was given to 
them. 


Ten Years For Stoessel. 

The czar has confirmed the sentence 
upon General Stoessel for the surren- 
der of Port Arthur and has commuted 
the death sentence to ten years’ im- 
prisonment in a fortress. 

Borrows to Save War Fund. 

The German reichstag has. been com- 
pelled to authorize a loan of $65,000,- 
000 to cover a deficit in the current ex- 
penses, as the ministry would not con- 
sent to the use of the $30,000,000 war 
fund which has been kept in the tower 
et Spandau for thirty-seven years.

The Water Problem 


The report of the Board of Public 
Works published in today’s issue will 
be read with keen interest by the 
citizens of the town. We are not yet 
prepared to make a very extended 
comment upon this report in its re- 
lation to the important subject it is 
supposed to cover. At first glance 
we cannot refrain from expressing 
our disappointment that the com- 
mission has not taken up the vital 
question, involved with that courage 
which would lead them to say to the 
town it is or it is not wise for the 
town to make extended additions to 
its water plant. They have evidently 
considered their responsibility to 
cease when they show the cost of 
the improvements and the income to 
be derived from them. We bélieve 
the town wanted. them to go much 
farther than this in their recommen- 
‘dations to be considered at the 
coming town meeting. Their failure 
to do so puts the responsibility upon 
an open meeting often swayed by 
impulse and not always acting with 
due deliberation. 

The weeks that have elapsed since 
the original discussion of this prob- 
lem came up in this column, have 
only served to strengthen the belief 
of many of our citizens that the time 
has come for the forward step by the 
town. It only needs a crystalized 
sentiment which should have been 
led by the Board of Public Works 
themselves to bring about this move- 
ment. We believe the question in- 
volved is much broader than the 
question of whether the investment 
of $1000 will bring a sure return of 
$50. a year. Rather than that it is 
the question of whether the intro- 
duction of a system of water works 
in the town of Andover would be 
such a servant for the entire commun- 
ity as to develop and benefit the en- 
tire town, and if the problem is not 
to be worked out in its completeness 
how generally it shall be worked out. 

he Townsman will welcome any 
communications upon this question 
for its next issue as it is understood 
that the meeting is to be held April 
13 but whatever the preliminary dis- 
cussions, let this date be reservéd so 
that the question shall be thoroughly 
considered, in the people’s forum at 
that time. 


Editorial Cinders 


After a month of agitation and 
column upon column of newspaper 
comment, the discussion in Massachu- 
setts over delegates to the National 
Convention appears to be turning out 
asa tempest in a teapot. Whether 
the delegates are. pledged. on un- 
pledged there seems to be little doubt 
that they are all Taft men and the 
opinion seems to be very general that 
they will go as they have gone for 
so many years without pledges or 
instructions. In this particular dis- 
trict the only two candidates are 
Messrs. Alonzo Walsh of Lowell and 
Walter E. Parker of Lawrence. Del- 
egates already filed in the two prin- 
cipal cities, Lowell and Lawrence 
which control the convention, make 
it sure that these two men will be 
nominated, and likewise make it sure 
that there will be no instructions: or 
pledges. Because of this the: caucuses 
in this district at least will be very 
tame affairs. The Andover caucus, 
will be held next Tuesday evening at 
7.45 and the lack of contest will 
probably result in a small attendance.

Too many of our young people’s so- 
cieties have drilled into mere enter- 
tainment and feasting organizations, 
forgetting the purpose of their organ- 
ization and mission; no wonder they 
cease to be taken seriously by those 
who are without the church. Every 
Christian Endeavor society should 
be an agency for moral and spiritual 
uplift in the community. 

“The open saloon, the troubled 
heart, the gospeller’s home and land, 
the unchurched and unclean in word 
and life—all challenge the Christian 
society to try her gospel upon them, 
to test the working value of her re- 
ligious principles. 

“Shall we accept the challenge and 


by united effort attempt at least thé 


Christ imposed task of saving the lost 
and encouraging the despondent? 
“Any lower ambition on the part 
of a Christian society should forfeit 
for that society the name of Chris- 
tian. On all hands the need for such 
service is apparent and urgent. It 
was the same in the days of Christ 
and His apostles and a study of these 
methods will inspire us to at least 
attempt great things for God and our 
fellows, assured that such labor and 


‘loving ministry will not be in vain. 


The church is sacred to serve. There 
are suggestions inthe inspired ac- 
count. of apostolic labors in behalf of 
humanity which we might take to 
heart with great profit. Three forms 
of religious activity which are at our 
hands today. : 

“1, The early church believed in 
the persistence of prayer. The church 
was born in the atmosphere of pray- 
er, she was taught that prayer linked 
her to God and that in answer to her 
persistent prayer the forces of hearers 
would be arrayed_in her behalf and 

reat blessing would follow her .ef- 
orts. Such prayer is almost a lost 
art today. But under Peter and Paul, 
Augustine and Luther, Finney and 
Edwards, Moody and Spurgeon, it 
wrought more and mightier things 
than was dreamed of in man’s phil- 
osophy. The young people of our 
churches who will fearn and practice 
the art of prayer persistently and 
consistently, will accomplish more 
for the regeneration of society than 
those who excel in the art of danc- 
ing or bridge whist. 

“2. The early church believed in 
persistent testimnoy to high truth and 
noble principle. “And she prospered 
because of it. The testimony of young 
Christians to the working value of the 
religion they profess, when supported 
by the testimony of a consistent life 
is beyond the power of words to de- 
scribe. Persistent testimony and con- 
sistent prayer will bring things to 
pass. 

“3. The early church soon learned 
the value of persistent effort. They 
all worked as though everything de- 
pended upon their efforts. No won- 
der that within .50 years after the 
Day of Pentecost the whole of the 
then known world had been evan- 
gelized. They accepted” the chal- 
lenge of sin, by presenting Christ as 
a saviour, the challenge of darkness 
by turning on the light of life, like, 
too, by persistent prayer, testimony 
and effort may prove our faith in the 
power of Christ and His cross.”

The present financial condition of the department is as follows:

For each $1000. to be raised by a bond issue there will be required an- 
nually, for interest. $40.00 and for bond payments $33.33 I-3, of an annual 
expenditure of $73.33 1-3 for $1000. of bonds issued, or on an issue of 
$100,000, in bonds the expenditure will be for 1908 $7,333.33 1-3 in excess of 
present requirements. This account will of course be lowered each year by 
the amount of interest carried by each maturing bond, which would Probably 
amount to $373.00 per year. ; 

In 1919 there will be a sudden drop of $5,000. per year on account of the 
expiration of the bond issue of 1889. 

The amount received at present from the water consumers equals 61. 
per cent. of the total cost of the whole works. Extensions desired and called 


' for will probably in no case yield a revenue of over 3 per cent. on the cost 


of the extension, and in the great majority of cases the income will be less 
than 1 per cent., as shown by the following tabulated statement.

Who Conquers in Life’s Battle? 


“When, to use a detestable phrase, 
you go out into the battle -of life you 
will be confronted by an organised 
conspiracy which will try to: make you 
believe that the world is governed by 
the idea of wealth for wealth’s sake, 
and that all means that lead to the 
acquisition of that wealth are, if not 
laudable, at least expedient. Those of 
you who have fitly imbibed the spirit 
of our university, will violently resent 
that thought, but you will live and 
eat and move and have your being 
in a world dominated by that thought. 
Some of you will probably succumb 
to the poison of it.” 


Not He to Whom Money is 
Everything 

“Now, I do not ask you not to be 
carried away by the first rush of the 
great game of life. That is expecting 
you to be more than human. But I do 
ask you, after the first heat of the 
game, that you draw breath and watch 
your fellows for a while. Sooner or 
later you will see some man to whom 
the idea of wealth as mere wealth 
does not appeal, whom the methods 
of amassing that wealth do not inter- 
est, and who will not accept money 
if you offer it to him at a certain 
price. 

“At first you will be inclined. to 
laugh at this man, and to think that he 
is not smart in his ideas. I suggest 
that you watch him closely, for he 
will presently demonstrate to you 
that money dominates everybody ex- 
cept the man who does not want 
money. You may meet that man on 
your farm, in your village, or in your 
Legislature. But be sure that; when- 
ever or wherever you meet him, as 
soon as it comes to a direct issue be- 
tween you, his little finger will be 
thicker than your loins. You will go 
in fear of him; he will not go in fear 
ef you. You will do what he wants; 
he will not do what you want. You 
will find that you have no weapon 
in your armoury with which you can 
attack him; no argument with which 
you can appeal to him. Whatever 
you gain, he will gain more.” 


An Immortal Soul may Fall Far 


“T would like you to study that man. 
I would like you better to be that 
man, because from the lower point of 


‘view it doe$n’t pay to be obsessed by 


the desire of wealth for wealth’s sake. 
If more wealth is necessary to you, 
for purposes not your own, use your 
left hand to acquire it, but keep your 
right for your proper work in life. 
If you employ both arms in that game 
you will be in danger of stooping; in 
danger also of losing your soul. But 
in spite of everything that may suc- 
ceed, you may be successful, you may 
acquire enormous wealth. In which 
case I warn you that you stand in 


‘grave danger of being spoken and 


written of and pointed out as a smart 
man. And that-is one of the most 
terrible calamities that can overtake 
a sane, civilised white man in our 
empire to-day.”

Some of you 
here know, and I remember, that 
youth can be a season of great de- 
pression, despondencies, doubts, and 
the worse because they 
seem to be peculiar to ourselves and 
incommunicable to our fellows.

-Judge Fremont Wood at Caldwell, 
Ida., has sentenced Harry Orchard to 
death, with a recommnedation to the 
pardon board for commutation to im- 
prisonment on the ground that Orchard 
had told the truth in the Haywood 
trial. Orchard confessed to the murder

eighteen other men. 
President Wants Jail Sentence. 
United States Attorney Baker of the 
District of Columbia was requested by 
President Roosevelt to press-for a jail 
sentence in the case of Robert N. Har- 
per, a wealthy citizen recently con- 
victed of having violated the food and 
drug law in the sale of headache pow- 
ders by a drug store which he owns. 
Harper is the president of. the local 
chamber of commerce and of the 
American National bank. 


U. P. Minority After Harriman. 

Several stockholders of the Union 
Pacific railroad have notified the com- 
pany of their intention to sue the 
Harriman-Rogers management to re- 
cover the profits from the sale of rail- 
road stocks to the company.by Harri- 
man, Rogers and Stillman, estimated 
to be $26,000,000. 


COMMERCIAL | 


For Boston and Maine Merger. 

The special commission on commerce 
and industry has reported to the Mas- 
sachusetts legislature its approval of 
the proposed merging of the two prin- 
cipal railroad systems of New Eng- 
land—namely, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford and the Boston 
and Maine. The plan is for the former 
company to.hold the 86 per cent of 
the latter’s stock which it already 
owns,_but that the New Haven shall 
be required to exchange its stock for 
that of the Boston and Maine as far 
as. offered to July 1, 1909, and that 
both roads shall remain subject to the 
laws'of Massachusetts. It is also pro- 
posed to forbid the increase of rates or 
the transfer of control without the per- 
mission of the commission. 


Rush For Baltimore Bonds. 

When bids for the $2,000,000 securi- 
ties to be issued by the city of Balti- 
more were opened it was found that 
the issue had been nine times oversub- 
seribed. The bids accepted were from 
101 to 105. 


Rubber Trust Cuts Salaries. 

The United States Rubber company, 
known as the rubber trust, has sent 
out orders to the hundred or more of 
the wholesale and retail concerns 
which it controls to cut down expenses 
on account of the falling off in the rub- 
ber trade. Inasmuch as contracts with 
the labor unions would prevent a 
change at once in the pay of the man- 
ual workers, it was decided to reduce 
the salaries of all the high priced man- 
agers and salesmen on April 1 from 10 
to 25 per cent. 


Railroad Labor Got More. 

The balancing of the books of the 
Pennsylvania railroad for 1907 shows 
that, while the system earned $30,000,- 
000 more ‘than in 1906, it paid $19,500,- 
000 more for labor, or 65 per cent of 
the increased earnings. 


EDUCATIONAL 


For Fewer Universities. 

At the recent meeting of the college 
presidents of the state of Wisconsin 
formal announcement was made of the 
plans formulated by the general edu- 
cation board, with the approval of both 
Rockefeller and Carnegie, to so ar- 
range and consolidate the smaller col- 
Jeges as to have in operation only one 
within a radius of 100 miles, All other 
institutions will have to restrict their 
work to that covered by the freshman 
and sophomore years in the college on 
penalty of receiving no aid from the 
board. By this arrangement the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Beloit college 
and Lawrence university will survive 
in Wisconsin. . 


A City Daily For Yale. 

Editor George Harvey of Harper's 
Weekly, in delivering the Bromley lec- 
ture at Yale March 16, said in order to 
teach the profession of journalism the 
aniversity must have a real daily 
newspaper in operation at the seat of 
learning, with a staff of trained editors. 
This he believed would produce better 
results than the school of office ex- 
perience advocated by Greeley and 
Dana. Colonel Harvey suggested Edi- 
tor Osborne of the New Haven Journal 
and Courier as the head of the pro- 
posed paper. 

Courses In Dress and Shopping. 

The Northwestern university has es- 
tablished a chair in the “cultivation of 
taste” in dress, and Miss Skinner, the 
occupant, advocates the utmost sim- 
plicity as tke keynote. At the same 
time the walversity has employed Mrs. 
Alice Norton to conduct a course in 
shopping for the benefit of the girl 
students, covering the cost and selec- 
tion of materials. 


Andover Moves to Cambridge. 
In the current Harvard Gazette it is

National Labor Leaders Meet. 

About 200 men, representing 117 na- 
tional and international trades unions, 
assembled at the Washington head- 
quarters of the American Federation 
of Labor, having been called to an “‘ex- 
traordinary session for the purpose of 
considering the recent decisions of the 
courts against the very existence of la- 
bor organizations as now conducted.” 


During the first day’s proceedings it | 


was decided to formulate a bill of la- 
bor’s grievances similar to the one pre- 
sented to the president and leaders in 
congress in 1906. In his address Presi- 
dent Gompers said the time had come 
for labor to do something more mili- 
tant in its defense and that it was par- 
ticularly essential to the life of the 
movement for them to get the Sherman 
law amended so as to exempt unions 
from its provisions, 

The prospect of help from the 250,- 
000 farmers connected with the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity was. advanced 
by C. Bennett of Kentucky, who repre- 
sented that organization. He said the 
farmers had come to the conclusion 
that the time had arrived for them to 
co-operate with organized labor. 

New York’s Newest Bridge. 

The new $20,000,000 steel cantalever 
bridge across the Hast river and rest- 
ing on Blackwell’s island, the opposite 
arms of which have been in process of 
construction from either end for many 
months, was formally connected March 
17 in the presence of the acting mayor 
and other officials at a height of 135 
feet above the water. It was duly 
christened at the Blackwell's Island 
bridge, a champagne bottle being 
smashed on the rail by Acting Mayor 
Sullivan. The bridge, which is 8,231 
feet long, will be open to the public in 
October. 

Edison Cement House Report. 

An authoritative investigation of the 
much discussed poor man’s mansion, 
as the poured cement house to be com- 
pleted in a day at small cost has been 
described, has now been made by two 
experts, whose reports appear in the 
March number of the Cement Age. 
The inventor of this magic house plan, 
Thomas A. Edison, was put through a 
rigid examination by the experts, BD. 8. 
Larned, chairman of the tests commit- 
tee of the National Association of Ce- 
ment Users, and 
Percy H. Wilson, 
secretary of the As- 


facturers, both civil 
engineers of high 
standing. Edison 
explained to them 
his method of over- 
coming the settling 
of the poured ce- 
. ment in his com- 

Ni plete house molds, 
Thomas A. Edison which is by, adding 
colloids—clay—and electrolytes to the 
mass of concrete, which give the uni- 
form flow desired and prevent segrega- 
tion.of the gravel. Mr. Larned is skep- 
tical about the effectiveness of these 
methods after the cement comes to a 
standstill. Edison’s mixture is one 
part cement to three of sand and five 
of stone or gravel through a half inch 
sieve. The steel re-enforcements will 
be put in place when the molds are set 
up. Larned admits that the forms are 
entirely feasible, their total weight be- 
ing 280,000 pounds, and their estimated 
cost is $25,000. Edison says these can 
be erected in two days. Both the in- 
vestigators doubt that the proposed 
houses can be built in the time stated 
by Mr. Edison. Mr. Wilson finds that 
Edison has not yet proved that the 
added clay will not ‘ot the harden-

Under scheme No. 1 the reservoir would hold a ten days’ supply for the 
district, and pumping would be required not over twice a week. 

Under scheme No. 2 the available supply would be comparatively small, 
and it would be necessary to pump every day.

In view of the small income returns on the cost of the extensions under 
consideration the Board cannot recommend any one of them from a 
financial standpoint. In fact the receipts could no more than pay for the extra 
cost of maintenance, to say nothing of the interest charges and any return 
for the water consumed, and the tax levy would be increased about one 
dollar and twenty-five cents on a thousand dollars. However, from the 
standpoint of the development of the town, the following applications deserve 
favorable consideration.

In the opinion of the Board the future development of the town (in 
districts where there are no water mains) will more probably be on the 
above mentioned streets and highways. In the event of building operations 
on the east end of Chestnut Street, application for service in ail orababilite 
can be provided for in the customary manner. If extension is to be made 
in the south portion of the town the high pressure service, mentioned in 
the superintendent’s report, will be necessary to provide adequate pressure. 

In view of the fact that this section already pays a large percentage of 
the total water rates and has not satisfactory fire protection, the Board be- 
lieves the matter- of high pressure service should receive the most careful 
attention, and preference be given to it, in the consideration of the whole 
plan of extension and improvement. 
In recapitulation—Extension of the water pipés, as tabulated, show a 
cost of construction of $17,763.00 or an increase on the tax rate of about 
$0.30 per one thousand dollars assessed. The high service system shows an 
estimated cost of $28,442.00 or an increase in the tax levy of about $0.45 per 
one thousand dollars as assessed. The total eatnated cost of the entire 
improvement is $46,205.00 and the increase in the tax levy would probably 
be about $0.75 per thousand. Should the Town wish to expend $100,000.00 
the tax increase would be $1.50 per $1,000, and in case. all the applications at 
ha received were compiled with the increase would be $1.25 per 
1,000.00. 

In accordance with a vote of the Town, the Board has petitioned the 
Legislature for authority to issue $100,000. in water loan bonds in addition 
to those already issued.

Wonderful Paraffin. ; 

Paraffin was at first a useless by- 
product of the oil refineries, but has 
now a thousand uses. Besides the use 
of paraffin for candles, 2,000,000 blocks 
of refined paraffin are sold every year 
for an infinity of purposes. A liberal 
arrangement with a chewing gum 
maker gave him the foundation for a 
million dollar fortune. Paraffin was 
applied to Cleopatra’s needle in Central 
park, New York, when the surface of 
the obelisk began to scale off, and it 
stopped it. Stone fronts of houses are 
protected the same way, an applica- 
tion every three or four years being 
sufficient to prevent disintegration. 
Paraffin is made into colored crayons, 
which will stick on glass as well as 
paper. Paraffin is used in laundries 
to whiten the clothes and in polishing 
the surface of starched pieces. It is 
used for sealing canned fruits or any- 
thing put up in bottles by home folks, 
manufacturers, druggists or chemists. 
It is used generally as a substitute for 
beeswax, tallow and sealing wax and 
for insulating wires.
